THE killing. of Lieutenant 
by L eutenant Weft, has railed the pub- , 
% indignation here much againft the 23d 
regiments and the Mayor has publithed a 
roclamation for apprehending him, in 
the afual ſtyle for taking up murderers, 
deſeribing his perfon, &c. Both gentle- 
men belong to the 23d. 
e This proclamation called upon Mr. 
Welt to jaftify his conduct to the regi- 
ment, which he has attempted to do in an 
addrefs, and which proves he is not ve- 
ry far from Cork, although he lies cloſe 
‘concealed from the fearch of the Magie ` 
ſtrates and Volunteers, and the friends of 
the deceaſed young gentleman. The 
Addrefs is as follows. 
To the OF FIC ERS of the 23d Rigimesta 
« MISERABLE and unfortunate as I 
am, in confequence of the unhappy acci- 
dent that has befallen me, yet I, cannot 
forbear, fo far as my cafe will admit, jul- 
tifying myfelf to you and all the world, 
by an undifguifed ‘recital of the fimple 
matter of fact, if in my prefent agonies and 
din racted fate of mind, I am capable. of 


perfect reeollection. 

On Sunday I dined with the unfortu- - 
nate Lieutenant Wilfon, along with fome 
other officers of the regiment, at à tavern, 
and left them. at ſeven o’cleck, and did

not fee him ’ull ten at night, when‘ com- 


ing into the coffee. room, I met Mr. Wil- 
fon as he was eatried out of the coffee 
room by ſome officers of the regiment: 
he was brought over to the guard. room, 
and left there ;. -I need not add that he 
was in liquor, and that when he was. in 
that ſituation, it is a fact known to the re- 
giment, he. was ever mad and frantie. L. 
found he’ had drawn his fword on 
fome gentlemen ef the town, who, he 
thought, had injured him); the particulars: 
T know not. I eadeavoured all in my 
power to foothe and pacify him; I told" 
him if any perfon had uſed him ill, 1 
would fee him done juſtice to the next 
morning. I offered, if he weuld go 
home, to fend any part of the guard with 
him, or fee him home myfelf. He ſtill 
continued wild and, frantic, and. in- 
fifted I had no right te keep him in the 
guard houſe, andendeavoured to force o- 
pen the door which I had locked. He 
went to onë of the. windows, and began 
to call the centry in the ſtrect; Í being 
approhepſive that this would raife 4 mob, 
immediately opened the door, and deſi. 
red the ferjeant to bring up two fentries , 
to place over him; when they came 1 
told him I weuld put him in the next 
room, and plaeed the two centries at the 
door, and that I would put him. under 
an arreft. This enraged him fill more, 
and upon my going towards the window 


at which he Roed, he imagined, I fup- 


pofe, that I wanted to bring him from. 
thence, for he directly made a ftroke at 
me with his hand, upon which I moft un- 
fortunatély drew my ſword, and prefented 
it before me, but how he received his fa. 
tal wound, as I hall anfwer at the awful. 
tribunal of God, I am ignorant; but he 
inſtantly fell; the ferjeant faid he was 
killed, but fuch was my aftonifhment, 
that I could not believe that he was even 
hurt till 1 faw the bleed, This, I de- 
glare in the moſt ſolemn manner and ap- 
peal to God for the truth, is all I know 
of the melancholy affair. I had no other

merely to deter him from ftriking me.

Opinions of the ancients on the CHIEF 


NE greateſt part of ancient philofo- 


~ A phers have conceived very different’ 


opinions, concerning what contributed 
muſt towards the true happinefs of men; 
commonly called ſummum bonum, or 
ch ef good, Aifchines'placed it in fleep: 


Pindar thought it confifted in perfect 


” health: Zeno’s opinion was, that victori- 


ous wreSlers acquired it in its utmoſt per- 
v,, fection with the crowns and reward be- 


ſtowed on them: Corinthians thought 
they enjoyed it in play: Epicurus in 
pleafvre, and an infinite number of other 
celebrated philofophers affirmed it conſiſt- 


ed in horors, riches, dignities, beauty, 


&e &c, At laf Ariſtotle found it in 
wildom and virtue. Indeed, it is not 
furprizing that among pagans, who had 
no notions of the immortality of the ſoul, 
each placed his chief good in what moſt 
flattered his predominant paſſion; ſince 
the things of this world are, for the moſt 
part. of no intrinſiek value in themſelves, 
ard the eReem of each particular is de- 
termined by mere imagination. 

Eſehines, for inſtance, was undoubt- 
edly of a phlegmatic and gloomy difpofi- 
tion, confequently he placed his chief 
good in fleep, which his conſtitution in- 
clined him to prefer before all other 
pleaſures. 

Pindar, apparently was infirm and weak, 
and being unable to fupport his infirmi- 
ties with patience, though to find true 
happinefs in health. 

Zeno, the worthy decendent of fome 
low bred or quarrelfome fellow, attach- 
ed to boxing, found the fummum bonum 
in his fiſt, which was the chief inſtrument 
of wreſtlers. 

The Corinthiang,. a fet of idle and 
worthlefs people, joined happinefs fo ve- 
ry much to play, that Chilo, one of the 
feven wife Grecians, one day arriving at 
Corinth, found all the inhabitants at that 
occupation, “unworthy of a noble mind.“ 

Epieurus, a truly jovial companion, 
anda friend to pleaſure. found his chief 
gocd in it, if we may rely on the affirma- 
tion of his enemies ; but Lucretius denies 
it abfolutely. 

Ariftotle, who had a certain idea of the 
immortality of the foul, found it at lat 
in wifdom and virtue. It does not ſeem 
furprifing that that philofopher had fo 
juft an. opinion; for as he had fome know - 
jedge of a ſecond life he eould not follow 
that of his ignorant cotemporaries. 

For my part I am furprifed, that a- 
mong fo many ancient philoſophers and 
fublime geniufes, no nne has placed his 
ſummum bonum in indifference ;° fince, 
when it is fincere, it elevates the human 
mind far above the agitation caufed by 
the numberleſs and confiderable revoluti- 
ons which daily happen: and a pagan, 
in my opinion, who is ignorant of the im- 
mortality of the ſoul, and whoſe only am- 
bition is to acquire tranquility, which is 
the fweeteft of all vanities of the world, 
ought to prefer this to all the reft.

At four 
o’clock in the morning of the fifth inftant 
two men made their appearance under 
arms, {uppofed to be the advance guard, 
who came within three rod of the ambuſ- 
cade, when they were hailed : upon 
which they prefented their guns to fire, 
the Lieutenant ordered them to furrender 
without firing, as they were furrounded 
by forty men and would be cut in pieces, 
upon this they turned and run; the 
Lieutenant then ordered feven of his men 
to fire over them, which being performed 
without having the deſired effect of bring- 
ing them too, the Lieutenant ordered a 
fecond fire, by which one of them of the 
name of Spicer was mortally wounded 
and died in about four hours, the other 
made his efcape, having received a num- 
ber of balls through his cloaths and hat. 
The perfon killed was an inhabitant of 
Maflachuſetts, but lately 4 fubje& of 
Vermont. By the repeated threats he 
uttered, and by the tenor of his language 
after he was wounded, as well as from 


his gun having been examined and found,

fence. The plan they agreed to was this, That 
agrand council be ehofen by the affemblies, and fent 
‘from all the colonies; which council, together, with 
a Governor General to be appointed by the crown, 
fheuld be empowered to make general laws to raile 
money in all the colonies, for the defence of the 
whole? This plan was fent to the government in 
England for their approbation, and had it been ap- 
tproved and eftablifhed by authority, Eaglih Ame- 
rica at that time thoughs itfolf fufficiently able to de- 
fend itfelf againft the French withoutany aſſiſtance. 
| Several.of the colonies in former wars withſtood the 
Abole power of the French without affiftance from 

itain or any other quarter. The plan was reject- 
ed and a new one formed in its Read; in which it 

„ propofea, that the Governors of all the colonies, 

attesded by one or two members of their reſpective 
councils, should affemble and concert meafures for 
the defence of the whole, erect forts where they

“That governors often come to the fcolonies 
merely to make fortunes, with which they intend to 
return to Britain; are not always men of the beit abi- 
lities or integrity, have many of them no eſtates here, 


nor any natural connections with us, that fhoeld ` 


make them heartily concerned for cur welfare ; and 
might poſſibly be fond of raifing and keeping up more 
forces than neceflary, from the profits accruing to 
themfelves, and to make provifion Jor their friends: 
and dependents 

% That the counfellors in moft of the colonies 
being appointed by the crown on the recommenda- 
tien of governors, are often of {mall eftates, frequent- 
ly dependant on governors fer offices, and therefere 
too much under influence. 

s That there is, therefore, great realon to be jer- 
Jous of a power in fych governors and councils, to 
raifé fuch ſums as they fhal} judge neceſſary, by draft 
on the lords of the treafury, to be afterwards laid on 
the colemies by act of parliament, and paid by the 
people here; fince they might abufe it by projecting 
ulelefs expeditions, harraſſing the people, and taking 
them from their labour to execute fuch projects mere- 
ly to create offices and employments, and gratify their 
dependents, and divide profits, . 

„ That the parliament of England is at a great 
diſtanee, ſubject to be miſinformed and miſled by 
fuch gevernors and councils, whefe united interetts 
might probably fecare them sgainft the effect of any 
complaint from hence. . 

‘© That it is ſuppoſed aw undoubted right of Eng- 
liſhmen, not to be taxed but by, their ewn confent, 
given through their repreſentatives. , 

4% Phat the colouies have no reprefentatives in 
parliament. 

“ That to propofe taxing them by parliament, and 
refuſe them the liberty of chufing a reprefentative 
council to meet in the celenies, and confider and 
judge of the neceflity of any general tax, and the 
quantum, fhews fufpicien of their leyalty to the 
crown, er of their regard for their country, er of their 
cemmen fenfe and underftanding, which they have 
not deferved. . . 

4 That cempelling the colenies te pay money 
without their cenfent, weuld be rather like raifing 
contributions in an enemy’s country, than taxing of 
Englifhmen for their ewn public benefit. 

i That it would be treating them as a conquered 
people, and not as true Britiſh ſubjects. 

c That a tax laid by the reprefentatives of the 
colonies, might eafily be leſſened as the occafions 
fheuld leſſen, but being ence laid by parliament un- 
der the influence of the reprefentations made by ge- 
vernors, would probably be kept up and continued 
for the benefit of governors, to the grievous burden 
and diſceuragement of the colonies, and prevention 
of their growth and increafe, ` 

«s That a power in governors to march the inha- 
bitants from one end of the Britifh and French celo-

and the frontiers of an empire are properly defended 
at the joint expence of the body of the people in fuch 
empire. It would now be theught hard to oblige 
the Cinque ports, or fea conſts of Britain to maintain 
the whole navy becaufe they are more immediately 
defended by it, nor allowing them at the fame 
time a vote in chuſing members of the parliament;

uſünl ade with the mother country. In America 


every thing was in a Rate’ of anarchy and cbn fuſion: 
‘Fao laws ware {alpcided and the lewlefs committed 


many outrages’ with impunity. Under a pretence 


of liberty bad men gave full reias'to their vicious in- 
clinationa, as‘is common in. a Rate of univerfa: com- 
motion, The comme peple, who though they 
axe not in general the moft vicions, yet are often ea- 


ſieſt milled ; when they aſſembled in bodies went 


into extravagancies of the molt licentipus kind. The 
fober pait were nbt able to reſtrain the impetuafity 
of-the multitude, without-law,-magiftracy or order; 
nor cid they find it conveaient te ule means to rẹ- 
Grain a temper, which they perceived might on fome 
future de cao, ferve the purpoſes they had in view. 
They ware deſigbed to oppofe the ftamp ict, and 
they could do wating: without the aid of the people. 
There were two things which gave the colonifts an 
advantage over our xianufacturers at home, they were 
ia poſſoſſion of large quansiliey of Britith goods which 
were yet uopaid, and they had anextenfive country, 
abousding with many neteſſat y articles fied for all 
the Convenienciss ef life. Thefe prevented them 
from feelidg fa fmartly the immediate effeds of this 
univerfal: ftapnation in bufineh, occafiuned by the 
fap add. Fo cheſe may be added the flame of 
aval for liberty being pur in fuch a -frong- Agitation 
by’ thie dew law, made: them bear difficulties which 
in other csie Would have been’ intolerable. Our 
manafdQarere at home’ not being under ‘the infu- 
‘née of the fame enthofidfm, were ready to deſpond 
and fink:at the profßect of their fature diftreffes ; 
and 2s many of them bad lavishly ſquandered what 
they earnèd by their. labour, 1h had laid ngthing 
up for a time Of calamity. They werd therefor ep- 
prefled, without having the fame ſource of animation 
which ſupporied the colonifts. The millions of debt 
which the Americans owed the merchants in this 
country, rendered them incapable to carry on huſineſt 
as formerly, and the effects of this evil were foon 
felt ſevorely. The poor rates encredfed, the poor 
were ill provided fer, and the nation complained; 
univerſal diſcontent reigned in every part of the em- 
pice, and the misiftry were blamed for all, Some 
at home were forenforcing the Ramp 28 by military 
power at once, and for fending a powerful armarient 
to give ſanction to this new act of parliamens, Others 
confidered this meafure as both impolitic and_unna- 
tural ; like making ose member of the body deſtroy 
another, and affirmed that it would he better io te- 
peal the act than wafe apy part of iht empire with 
fire and ſword. This was undoubtedly both a ra- 
tional add judicious opinion ; fer théugh they ſhould 
have forced the Americans to have fuffered the ftamps 
to have continued, they could not have forced them 
to have uféd theni, excéptiig they had pleafed, unleſi 
in certain cafes; for provided they had been difpof- 
èd to have truſted one ánórker upon common paper, 
they would have had ne need ef fampste make their 
deeds legal; nor could they have forced them to 
have takes áll their neceffaries from Britain, when 
they could have, aad mike them at home, without 
reducing them to'a ftate of mere flavẽry. 


The miniftry on this occafion were much perplex. - 


td: They were preffed on the one hand io enforce 
` the law by coercive méifures, and on the other hand 


defired te repeal the Stamp A The promoters of + 


the Stamp Law meani io embarrafs the miniftry by 
perluading them to nfe. violent meafures, and then 
the reproach would have fallen upon the minifler, 
and they would have bean forgotten in the general 
odium. Op the other hand; the courtiér and their 
inftruments were ready to charge them with facrific~ 
ing the honor of the nation and the 
crowa. Thip miniftry, which has fince gone by the 
‘name of she Rockinghais miniftty, metl with much 
oppofition in all their proceedings, bork fom ſome 
popular men, akd many of another character; but 
they purſued fuch esfias as gained them credit 
with the nation, and when they ware changed gave

s very exalted degree. This ſhewed both their good 
fenfe and the foundnefs of their printiples, that dhe 
they were in an immediate fenfe the fervants of thé 
fovereign, yet they would not employ their power, 
and authority. for any oiher Purpoſe except. the good, 
of the fubjoQs. Conſid. ring the Giffizulties chep 
had to combat, they thewed as much political wif 
dom and fagacity as any minifters have done for ty. 
myyaara, And it is no repioach tœ the memary of 
Mr. Pitt, to affirm that they behaved with ar mu 
wifdem and fleadinefs,:inaé difficult a Giuation, at g, 
ver was exemplified in his miniſtty.
